William J. Parks, the superintendent, 
after being blown through the window 
of the lower story, was conscious for 
n moment, and 
said 
about 8:30 lie 
heard a terrible explosion on the south 
side of the elevator and that he knew 
there were about twenty men at work 
on the seven floors of the enormous 
building. None of those who are now 
alive

survive 
the 
burns and 
bruises with which they are covered. 
Besides those regularly employed at 
the elevator, the

Good H lghw ars, Ile Declares, W ill 
Have Great Influence on the D evel­ 
opment of the Island—Goat Path 
Transformed Into a M ilitary Road. 
Average Coat of Roads Per Mile la 
Put at 97(10—Steam and Kleetrlo 
Railroads to Be Built. 


General Roy Stone, after his remark- 
ablo'snooess in building a military road 
in Fonco in six days, now finds himself 
in a most important position bearing 
on the futuro development of the island 
—practically the builder of all high­ 
ways and railroads. For yours he has 
been commissioner of highways in 
Washington, but Ills ingenuity and* en­ 
gineering skill will bo taxed to tho ut­ 
most in making tho roads of PortojRico 
means of communication between.cities 
instead of barriers, as they aro now. 
When tho New York Press correspond­ 
ent returned from his tour of tho island, 
General Stone was interested greatly in 
his observations of tho condition of Che 
roads, as tho correspondent had traversed 
many miles of the alleged native roads 
that no American had ventured ovor. 
“The whole future of the island,” 
laid the general, “ depends upon the de­ 
velopment of means of communication 
—highways and railroads. Whon I first 
landed at Ponoe, my trip to Utuado was 
merely one of survey in advunce of the 
movement of tho army from here. Our 
information from those who shouldihave 
known was that there was good macad­ 
am from Ponco to Ad juntas; also good 
macadam from IPtuado north to Areel bo. 
“On our way to Utuado I found my­ 
self in tho midst of a campaign to got 
possession of the country, but after a 
couple of days of this diversion I re­ 
turned to the roads. I saw att once that 
a military road could be built between 
Adjuntas and Utuado, thus placing one 
division of tho army quickly to the 
front. I reported this fact, and Chief 
Engineer Black-was sent out to look 
over the goat path I had reported on. 
His decision was that tho road could 
not be built on account of the rocks, as 
most of tho path hugged the sides of 
stoep bills. But I was ordered’ to go 
ahead, aud in six days that fanner dan­ 
gerous, narrow path, ovor deep gorges, 
was ready for army wagons,, and they 
traveled over it safely. 
“ Now, regarding this road and all 
the highways to be built hero In thecfu- 
ture, tho difficulty is not nearly so great 
as it seems. In my first preliminary 
trip I noticed the rock was what is call­ 
ed Shisto's formation, a sort of rotting 
granite. What appeared immense, hard 
bowlder and solid rook I could prick 
easily with tho point of my sword, aud 
they yielded readily to piok and crow­ 
bar. This may bo taken as a typo of the 
rock formation we will find almost ev­ 
erywhere in tho island. The decaying 
rock accounts for the deop soil in the 
mountains and explains why the soil 
maintains its plaeo even in the steepest 
hills. It Is so deep and so absorbent that 
it takos up tho heaviest rains. Then 
there is no frost to break it up. This 
entire absent*? of frost is very important, 
as its destructive power on roads is well 
known in our country and adds im­ 
mensely to tho expense in maintaining 
them. If they had our frosts hero, the 
hard bones of the mountains would be 
bare, instead of being covered with a 
soft, rich, absorbent soil thahrprevenj^ 
great floods and landslides. 
“The building of ten milesF»of road 
along a precipitous mountain lace in 
six days I found to bo a question af only 
moderato expenditure, lf I had not test­ 
ed those rocks with my sword, I would 
have thought it would tako a month to 
build and bo three or four times the 
cost This road to Utuadcrwas built 
only as a sholf cut into the hillside. 
Thezo was no attempt at banking, as 
tho mountain was so steep the banks 
would have rattled into tboirivar, hun 
dreds of feet below. This method, of 
oourse, leaves a slope on the side that 
is liable to slip—the wider theiiroad the 
steeper the slope, of course. 
Retaining 
walls ou tho outside wero imitoss!blo, 
as there was no foundation exoupt thin 
air. On the inside they would be too 
costly, so tho road was built without 
walls on either sido. The armill land 
slides can be shoveled away easily, and 
in a short while tho road will<xegulato 
itself. 
“One particular point—no ditches 
must bo made in tho deep soil oU'tho'aido 
of hill roads, as wo do in our country. In 
a short whiio these ditches, in carrying 
off tho tremendous rainfall, would cr' 
deep gullies through your road anc 
make it impassable. Instead of sloping 
tho road inward, as wo do in our coun­ 
try, it slopes outward to tho very edge, 
thus carrying off the rains easily, with­ 
out getting cut up. Tho road between 
Utuado and dales—and, in fact, all of 
the mountain highways—Should and 
will bo made in this way. 
“Tho road that you describo*between 
Utuado and Lares—that half nearing 
Lares especially—is a different problem 
and must bo solved in another way. It 
is a flat, swampy country and in the 
rainy season no wugons con pass. Horses 
sink in the soft mud to the shoulder. 
This road will be turned into a stone 
causeway, with deep ditches on either 
sido to hold the rain until absorbed by 
tho soft soil. The country is full of 
bowlders that can be broken up and used 
in this way. A covering of flue broken 
stone will make a splendid highway of 
it. As there is no frost to break it up 
tho top layer need not bo deep, and it 
will improve with age aud use. 
“ As to the trails or goat paths you 
encounter between inland towns, as a 
rule they are pretty well engineered. 
The native, with a heavily laden pack 
horse, became a natural engineer from 
necessity. Between Adjuntas and Utua­ 


do, for instance, I was able to follow 
the foot trail almost exactly with in" 
broad military road, uh the grades were 
easy, the turns not too sharp and the 
routo the best to be found. 
I can't im­ 
agine how it was first laid out—native 
necessity and natural engim • ring did 
it, no doubt If this is not true in all 
oases, our able engineers will find a 
better way. 
“ The effect of this o h o demonstration 
shows that roads can be built all 
through tho island at a cost not to ex­ 
ceed $1 ,000 a mile. 
Indeed, I will put 
the average at $750 a mile at tho pres­ 
ent rate of wages, wonderfully cheap 
when yon now consider that the roads 
aro mostly impassable. But nature has 
not done mo badly after all, as she has 
left all tho material here for man to 
remody her defects. At least 150 miles 
of those roads will be built at once. The 
native labor is extremely good, intelli­ 
gent and faithful. Tho men sing ut 
their work to cheer each other on. They 
are wonderful mountain climbers, and 
I saw natives work on tho face of a cli IT 
in a way that made my head swim. 
One man pried a rock from under his 
foot, then stepped off calmly just tis it 
fell OOO feet. 
“ The actual rate of wages in Amen 
oan money does not exceed 20 cents a 
day. They are glad to get. this, and 
they and their families live compara­ 
tively well on it, except that they gut 
ittle meat or bread. They are happy 
with their salt fish and plantain. Tho 
first ten milos of road wore built hastily, 
as a military necessity. Extra wages 
were paid to a largo force, and of course 
the supervision was insufficient because 
of the many gangs at work ut the same 
time. The other roads will bo made 
more deliberately as permanent institu­ 
tions, and thoy will not cost. so much. 
The importance of these highways us 
bearing on the future development of 
the island is something tremendous. As 
,t is now the rocky goat paths and im­ 
passable miles of mud aro barriers be­ 
tween the interior and tho coast towns 
for six months of tho year. Instead of 
assisting communication all traffic prae 
tically is stopped, mid only an occasional 
pack horse flounders through. 
“ Even at tho best a largo portion of 
the native labor is diverted from its 
proper channel to an unnecessary waste 
of time in struggling along the almost 
impassable roads in an effort to carry 
goods to market. Speed in transport}! 
tion depends on fords, as thoro aru 
scarcely any bridges. A rush of high 
water means certain delay after a light 
of perhaps 80 miles to reach a market 
or a port. With good roads aud bridges 
all this energy expended by mon aud 
pack horses will bu turned into its 
roper ohannel—cultivation of the soil. 
it can be seen easily that the future 
of the island depends on tho highways 
and railroads to bo built. Towns isolat­ 
ed for days, if not for w e e k s or months, 
will be in constant communication with 
each other, while tho country plan ta 
tiozls will always bo close to a market. 
This will teach tho natives at lust what 
trade really is. 
“ Regarding steam railroads, that 
work will at first bo confined to building 
a marginal road around tho entire is 
land, taking in every coust town and 
city. This railway will he about 800 
miles long. Almost one-half of it 
built now, in stretches, connecting cor 
tain coast cities, but the roadbed and 
rolling stockare in bad condition. From 
San Juan a line now runs rn) miles ti 
tho west and 15 miles to tho east. From 
Ponoe to Yauoo there is a railroad, ant 
other loss important connections are 
made with trains few and far between 
“ It is possible timt oho or tw o rail 
roods can be run to cities in the interior, 
though the engineering difficulties will 
be great. Two great mountain rang! 
extend the entire length of tho island 
Tho southern range apparently is un 
broken, but a careful survey may locate 
a lower pass than any now known 
This survey will bo made uh soon as 
possible, as thoro will be no delay in 
offering me every opportunity for free 
investigation and a full report as to th 
necessities of the island in tho way *• 
transportation facilities.

to the rapid passage of atmospheric 
oxygen over the broad, wet surfaces 
of the sheets. Ozone exercises a pur- 
ifying effect on the air.

The officers of the Oregon claim that 
her tremendous exploit in running that 
never to be forgotten race against time 
in order to be in at the death of the 
Spanish fleet is to a certain extent 
traceable to the fact that salt water 
was never allowed in 
her 
boilers. 
There have been many discussions pro 
and con on the advisability of using 
salt water. 
One old engineer declares 
that if he could run his boilers with 
rain water they would outlast the men 
who run them. 
Be that as it may, 
'here surely is some fault in the man- 
lgemont of boilers when they give out 
:o quickly. 
There are various com­ 
pounds that are recommended for use 
in boilers, but most of them 
have 
some strong alkaline ingredient, which 
is never good for metal of any kind. 
It would be well to experiment with 
rain water with a view to ascertain 
its value for such uses. 
Tanks and 
catch pans might be expensive, but 
once arranged they are what one might 
call fixed property, and if they save the 
value of a few boilers every year, they 
would give excellent returns for the 
money invested in their equipment.

“Much summer cooking may he done 
on tho installment plan,” writes Mrs. S. 
T. Borer on ‘"Cummer Dishes With Lit­ 
tle Fire," in the Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ If asparagus is ordered for today’s dia­ 
ller, cook double quantity, and servo 
that remaining for tomorrow’s salad. 
From a fricassee of chicken for dinner 
the giblets may be served for giblet 
stew for the next day’s luncheon. You 
will thereby gain a dish without extra 
cost. 
Potted fish, with cucumber sauce, 
may be served as a first course in place 
of soup, but if the latter is preferred, a 
quick soup may be 
made by stirring 
beef extract into boiling water, and sea­ 
soning it w ith celery seed and bay leaf. 
Where light nu its are to be served 
Borne of the cream soups are not out of 
place, as they contain nourishment eas­ 
ily digested. 
Cream of potato, cream 
of pea, tomato, celery, asparagus, rice, 
squash, cucumber and lima bean soups 
are all very acceptable iii hot weather. 
During the heated term the roast Joint 
might be served cold, nicely garnished 
with edible greens.

An A b u n d an t M etal. 
Aluminium is the most abundant 
metal in the world. 
It enters more 
or less into the formation of almost 
every kind of soil on the globe, while 
clay of different kinds contains from 
30 per cent to 40 per cent of It. 
This 
metal, which, singular to say, was un­ 
discovered seventy years ago, is the 
lightest known. 
It is white and does 
not tarnish on being exposed to the 
air. When first produced it is soft, but 
after hammering becomes as hard as 
the softer kinds of iron. One-third of 
the total product of the world is Amer­ 
ican, the rest being divided between 
France. Switzerland and Great Britain. 
It has been called the metal of the fu­ 
ture, and the principal obstacle of its 
being the metal of the present is its 
somewhat high price. 
This has been 
greatly reduced of late years, but the 
great desideratum—a cheap method of 
obtaining the metal directly from the 
clay—has not yet been attained. 
If 
the metal were to become cheap, the 
existing age of steel would be suc­ 
ceeded by an age of aluminium.

Asia has two 
tin districts, Hunan, in China, said by 
some to yield 10,000 to 20,000 tons an­ 
nually, but proven to yield less than 
2,500 tons per year; and the tin mines 
of the Straits Settlements and adjacent 
territory, the richest in 
the world, 
yielding 58,000 tons yearly. 
Africa has 
no known tin mines; North America 
has no paying mines; South America 
mines less than 4,000 tons per year In 
Bolivia and Peru, and Australia con­ 
tributes about 6,000 tons a year.

The police board has given the men 
on the force the privilege of wearing 
rubber collars, as well as linen or cel­ 
luloid collars. They must be of the 
regulation 
style. About 125 of the 
collars have been received at the cen­ 
tral police station for men in the dis­ 
trict. Nearly all on the force will give 
the collars a trial, and have ordered 
one or two at a cost of 25 cents each.

Republican campaig n w as opened here to­ 
n ight by Senator Nelson, who addressed 
a largely attended meeting of Seventh 
district voters. 
T h e senator's speech in 
full follows: 
In absolute governm ents there is no 
place for political parties, for the gov­ 
erned are not consulted. 
Hut free, rep­ 
resentativ e governments, 
such as ours 
and England, are always, In one form 
or another, party governm ents. 
To avoid 
confusion and disorganization, and to se­ 
cure unity and singleness of purpose, it 
is essential th a t voters ar r a y themselves 
into political parties. 
P a r t y governm ent 
comes not like absolute kings, from above, 
bu t comes from a m ajority of th e people 
governed, and exists as their rep rese n ta­ 
tive and exponent. 
F ro m the beginning, 
our governm ent has been, in a g rea ter or 
less degree, a governm ent of party, of 
varied nam e and kind. 
D uring the last 
half of the nineteenth century th e Am eri­ 
can people have, In the main, grouped 
themselves Into two great 
parties—the 
Democratic and the Republican—and been 
governed by the one or the other. 
Since 1801 our presidents, with the ex­ 
ception of two te rm s of Cleveland, have 
been Republicans, and a m ajo rity of the 
senate remained Republican until 1893. 
T h e house of representatives w as R epub­ 
lican until 1875. D em ocratic from thence 
till 1881, Republican from then till 1883. 
Democratic from t h a t time until 1889, 
Republican from 
then till 1891. 
Demo­ 
cratic from then till 1895. and Republican 
since. 
It was only during the first two 
y ears of Cleveland’s last term th a t the 
Democratic p arty had full control of all 
branches of the government. 
Prior to 
1801 t h e Democratic p a rty had. for m any 
years, held sway. 
D uring this time Us 
creed and cViief policy was the m a in ­ 
tenance and extension of slavery, and the 
m ain te n an c e of free trad£. 
fin both of these grounds. In I860, the 
Republican p a rty took issue, and on this 
Issue cam e into being and power. 
E m a n ­ 
cipation from the thralldom of the slave 
power, aud from th e industrial and eco­ 
nomic thralldom of the old world were 
th e aims and purposes of the Republican 
party. 
The spread of slavery w as to be 
stayed, and American 
industrial e n t e r ­ 
prises wore to be encouraged, and receive 
am ple protection. 
The victory of the R e ­ 
publican party in 18t>0 led to the great 
rebellion, the suppression of which en­ 
grossed the energy of the Republican p a r ­ 
ty and thp people of the N o rth from 
1861 to 1865. 
But even during this period 
of cruel war. the Republican p arty was 
not wholly unmindful of its peace mission. 
and the wants of the people. 
It passed 
t h e homestead law. a protective tariff law, 
and provided for the construction of the 
Pacific 
railroad, 
and. 
greatest of all. 
em ancip ated the slaves, thus removing 
th e great stumbling block to a recon­ 
structed Union. 
D a r in g H ie W a r o# th e R e b e llio n , 
while the Democratic masses of the North 
were In the main 
loyal, and did their 
share in m ain tain in g the suprem acy of 
the Union, their leaders did not take tha t 
course, but, from time to time, by various 
obstructive measures, sought to h am p er 
th e governm ent In the prosecution of the 
war. and In 1864 went so far as to favor 
the abandonm ent of th e w ar and to seek 
peace at any price. After th e w a r came 
the reconstruction of the South, the fu n d ­ 
ing and paym ent of our great w a r debt 
and the m ain tenance of o ur 
financial 
credit and a sound currency. 
In all these 
m a tte rs the Democratic leaders acted as 
obstructionist* and sought to h a m p e r and 
em b a rra ss our progress. 
They w anted 
the Southern states back Into th e Union 
uneonffltlonally, without any provision or 
protection for the freedmen. They op- 
posel a just and necessary refundin g of 
o ur w a r debt; they retarded the resu m p ­ 
tion of our specie paym ent and favored 
an undue and unsafe inflation of our c u r­ 
rency, and. above all and at 
all tim**, 
they were opposed to a protective tariff. 
D uring this time the Republican p arty 
conducted the w a r to a successful issue, 
emancipated and enfranchised th e slaves, 
reconstructed and brought back Into the 
Union th e states In rebellion, paid, or 
funded st a lower rate of interest our 
great w a r debt, resumed specie paym ent 
and maintained the integrity of our credit 
and currency, and gave the American 
m anufacture r, producer and laborer ald 
and 
protection 
th rough 
a 
protective 
tariff. 
W h e n Cleveland took office on the 4th 
of March. 1885. Republican tariff legisla­ 
tion was in force, and he found $146,- 
679.046 of surplus in the treasury, over 
and above the $100,000,000 gold redemption 
reserve. Owing to a Republican senate 
he was unable to change our tariff policy, 
and as a consequence there was a steady 
surplus flowing Into the treasury year 
by year, and th rough which he was left 
In no uneasiness us to his gold reserve. 
as he wa* during his second term. 
D u r­ 
ing th e four years of his adm inistration 
th ere was an av e rag e annual surplus of 
about $100,000,000. derived from the reve­ 
nues of the government, in excess of Its 
expeditures. And although 
the 
balance 
of trade was against us during th e last 
tw o years of his administration, and but 
slightly in our favor during the first two 
ye a rs—in all h a s th a n $40,600,000 
favor during his whole te rm —yet, 
to the large surplus in our treasury, he 
had no trouble with such a surplus to 
retain an ample gold redemption fund, 
obviated 
such 
large 
gold w ithdraw als 
from the treasury as occurred durin g his 
last administration. 
Cleveland was sucrc' D d In March, 1889, 
by Harrison, who was one of tile ablest, 
most 
conscientious 
and 
pain stak in g — 
though not the must popular- -if our pres­ 
idents. 
A tendency to Industrial s t a g n a ­ 
tion in certain lines, us w dl as the con­ 
tinued increase of the surplus beyond the 
w a n ts of the government, clearly indi­ 
cated th at a revision of our tariff was 
necessary' a revision cr. protective lines. 
This had been evident to the Republicans 
for some time. but could not be accom ­ 
plished or inaugurated as long as Cleve­ 
land and a Democratic house were in 
power. 
Harrison's ejection brought with 
it a Republican congress, which at once, 
proceeded, under the leadership of our 
g reat chieftain, William McKinley, to re­ 
vise the tariff. 
The revision was made 
on twofold lines; (ll to afford am pler pro­ 
tection to m an y languishing industries, 
and (2) to reduce the revenues to some­ 
thin g near the actu al needs of the govern­ 
ment. 
As you nil know, revenue* can be 
reduced in one of tw o ways, namely, by 
enlargin g the free list—opening the lour 
for foreign goods wider, which la the 
Democratic w a y —or by Increasing protec­ 
tion. and thus enabling importations, and 
fortifying the home m arket, which is the 
Republican 
way. 
The 
McKinley 
bill, 
which becam e a law in October, 1*90, wa* 
largely based on this Republican idea of 
reducing our revenues by increased pro­ 
tection. 
On m a n y lines and in many 
w ays It gave more protection, and while 
It rem oved th e tariff on sugar, yet It took 
ca re to afford th e s u g a r planter fair and 
am p le p ro tectio n by m -an a of bounties. 
And th e stim u lu s It afforded to o u r sugar 
raise rs, as well an o th e r industrial en ter­ 
prises, becam e a p p a re n t afte r a fair trial. 
And tim e d em o n strate d that, under n or­ 
m al conditions, not ag g ra v ate d by undue 
financial convulsions, o r a w en t of confi­ 
dence In th e gov ern m en t, it

1892 and 1893, there was a surplus every 
year, and the ag g re g ate surplus for the

policy, under which the country had been 
working and prospering so lung, had ulti­

By the end 
of June, 1893, 156,757.023 ounces of silver 
had been purchased, under this law. at a 
cost of $147,215,480, for which treasury 
notes had been issued. 
Our total stock of 
silver money a t this time, exclusive of 
subsidiary 
silver, 
w'as 
$536,300,776, as 
a gainst $507,097,085 of gold and $346,000,- 
OOO of greenbacks. 
At this time the com ­ 
mercial ratio of silver to gold was 26.49 
to I, and silver wa* still steadily fulling 
in value. 
At the time of the resumption 
of specie paym ent in 1879, a fund cif $100,- 


w'ore known, and the nation k n e w w hat 
to expect from both. 
No sooner had ho 
entered tin' great office th an he called 
congress to geth er tc* revise the tariff so 
as to aid our languishing Industries and 
furnis h ample revenues for the govern­ 
ment. 
Congress met in March, and at 
once enter* d 
upon

General Roy Stone, after big remark- 
ablo^micoesH in building a military road 
in Ponce in six days, now finds.himself 
in a most important position bearing 
on lilt* future development of tim island 
—practically tho builder of all high­ 
ways and railroads. For years Im lias 
been commissioner of highways in 
Washington, but his ingenuity and'en­ 
gineering skill will bo taxed to tho ut­ 
most in making tho roads of PortojRico 
means of communication between, cities 
instead of barriers, as they are now. 
When tho Now York Presa correspond 
cut returned from his tour of tho inland, 
General Steno was interested greatly in 
his observations of the condition of Clio 
roads, as tho correspondent had traversed 
many miles of tho alleged native roads 
that no American had ventured over. 
“ Tho wholo future of tho island,” 
mid tho general, “ depends upon the de­ 
velopment of moans of communication 
—highways and railroads. When I first 
landed at Ponoe, my trip to Utuado was 
merely one of survey in advance of the 
movement of tho army from here. Our 
information from those who shouldlhave 
known was that thoro was good monad 
ain from Ponce to Ad juntas; also good 
macadam from Utuado north to Areel ho. 
“ On our way to Utuado I found my 
self in tho midst of a campaign to got 
possession of the country, but after a 
oouplo of days of this diversion I re 
turned to tho roads. I saw tut. once that 
a military road could bo built between 
Ad juntas and Utuado, thus placing o h o 
division of tho army quickly to tho 
front. I reported this fuat, and Chief 
Engineer Black was sent out to look 
over tho goat path I hod reported on. 
His decision was that tho road could 
not bo built on account of tho rocks, as 
most of tho path hugged tho nicies of 
steep bills, lint I was ordered to go 
ahoad, and in six days that fcirmar dan 
gerous, narrow path, over cloop gorges, 
was roady for army wagons,, and they 
traveled over it safely. 
“ Now, regarding this road and all 
tho highways to bo built hero in tho*fu 
ture, the difficulty is not nearly so great 
as it seems. In my first preliminary 
trip I noticed the rock was what is call­ 
ed Shinto's formation, a sort of rotting 
granite. What appeared immense, hard 
bowlders and solid rock I could prick 
easily with tho point of my sword, and 
they yielded readily to pick and crow­ 
bar. Tills may be taken as a typo of the 
rock formation wo will find almost ev 
erywhere in tho island. Tim decaying 
rock accounts for tho deep soil in tho 
mountains and explains why tho soil 
maintains its place even in tim steepest 
hills. It is so deep and so absorbent that 
it takos up tho heaviest rains. Then 
there is no frost to break it up. This 
entiro absent® of frost is very important, 
as its destructive power on roods is well 
known in our country and adds im­ 
mensely to tho expense in maintaining 
them. If they had our frosts hero, tho 
hard bone s of tho mountains ’would bo 
bare, instead of being oovored with a 
soft, rich, absorbent soil that*prevents 
great floods and landslides. 
“ The building of ten inile»-*of road 
along a precipitous mountain face in 
six days I found to bo a question of only 
moderato expenditure. If I had not. test­ 
ed those rocks with my swore!, I would 
have thought it would tako a, month to 
build and bo three or four times tho 
cost. This road to UtuadrrwaH built 
only as a sholf cut into tim hillside. 
Theio was no attempt at banking, as 
tho mountain was so steep tho banks 
would have rattled into thedrivar, hun­ 
dreds of feet below’. This {method, of 
oourse, leaves a slope on tile side that 
is liable to slip—tho wider tiooaroud tho 
steeper the slope, of course. 
Retaining 
walls on tho outside were impossible, 
as there was no foundation except thin 
air. On the inside they would be too 
costly, so tho road was built without 
walls on either side. Tho smmll land­ 
slides can be shoveled away easily, and 
in a short while tho road will regulate 
itself. 
“ Quo particular point—no ditches 
must bo made in tho deep soil on-tho'Sido 
of hill roads, as wo do in our country. In 
a short while these ditches, in carrying 
off tho tremendous rainfall, would cut 
deep gullies through your road and 
make it impassable. Instead of sloping' 
tho road inward, as wo do in our coun­ 
try, it slopes outward to the very edge, 
thus carrying off the rains easily, with­ 
out getting cut up. Tho road between 
Utuado and Guiles—and, iii fact, all of 
the mountain highways—Should and 
will bo made iii this way. 
“ Tho road that you describe'between 
Utuado and Lares—that half nearing 
Lares especially—is a different problem 
and must bo solved in another way. It 
is a flat, swampy country and in tho 
rainy season no wag*jus can pass. Horses 
sink in the soft mud to tho shoulder. 
This road will bo turned into a steno 
causeway, with deep ditches on either 
side to hold the rain until absorbed by 
tho soft soil. Tho country is full of 
bowlders that can be broken up and used 
in this way. A covering of fine broken 
stone will make a splendid highway of 
it. As there is no frost to break it up 
tho top layer need not bo deep, and it 
will improve with age and use. 
“ As to the trails or goat paths you 
encounter between inland towns, as a 
rule they are pretty well engineered. 
The native, with a heavily laden pack 
horse, became a natural engineer from 
necessity. Between Adjuntas and Utua- 


rto, for instance, I was able to follow 
the foot trail almost exactly with cr 
broad military road, uh the grades v < 
easy, the turns not too sh rp aud t1 
route the best t o I o found. 
I * a n ' t im 
ag ine how it was first laid out- native 
necessity and natural ougim m ing did 
it, no doubt. If this is not true in nil 
oases, our able engineers will find a 
better way. 
“ The effect of this mind* mini frat ion 
shows that roads can bo built all 
through the island at a cost not to ox 
cee*I $1,000 a mile. 
Indeed, I will put 
tho average at $750 a mile at tho pres 
cut rate of wages, wonderfully rlma] 
when you now consider that tin read 
uro mostly impassable. 
But nature Jm 
not done so badly after all. as silo bas 
left all tho material bere for maul 
remedy her defects. At least 150 mile 
of these roads will be built at out e. Tin 
native labor is extremely good, int* Iii 
gent and faithful. Tho nu n sing a 
their work to cheer each othert a. They 
are wonderful mountain climbers, am 
I saw natives work on the face of a cli lf 
in a way that made my head swim 
One man pric'd a rook from under his 
feet, then stepped off calmly just as i 
fell OOO feet. 
“ The actual rate of wages in Anteri 
can money does not exceed LM) cents! 
day. They are glad to get this, am 
they and their families live com para 
tively well on it, except that they g t 
little meat or bread, Titt y aru happy 
with their salt fish ami plantain. Tim 
first ten miles of road were built hastily, 
as a military necessity, Extra wages 
were paid to a large force, and nf course 
tho supervision was insutllc mm because 
of the many gangs at work at the mute 
time. The other roads will Ie* made 
more deliberately as permanent institu­ 
tions, and they will Hot « «> t so much 
The Importance of these highways as 
bearing on the future development of 
the island is something tremendous. As 
it is now the rocky goat paths and im­ 
passable miles of mad are ba nit rn he 
tween the interior and tho coast towns 
for six months of tho year. 
In mad of 
assisting communication all traffic prat; 
tically is stopped, and only an occasion ii 
pack horse flounders through. 
“ Even at the best a largo pi rl iou * if 
the native labor is diverted from its 
proper channel to an unnecessary wast 
of time in struggling along tIm almn i 
impassable roads in an effort to carry 
goods to market. Speed in transport a 
tion depends on fords, as there are 
scarcely any bridges. A rush of high 
water means certain delay after a fight 
of perhaps RO miles to reach a market 
or a port. With good roads aud bridges 
all this energy exp* adod by amu aud 
pack horses will ho turned into its 
proper channel—cultivation of the soil. 
Bo it can bo seen easily that the future 
of tho island depends on tim highways 
and railroads to bo built. Towns isolat 
od for days, if not for weeks or months, 
will be in constant communication with 
each other, while the country plant a 
tioiis will always lie dose hi a market. 
This will teach the natives at last what 
trade really is. 
“ Regarding steam 
railroads, that 
work will at first tie confined to huiMing 
a marginal road around tho entire is­ 
land, taking in every coast town and 
city. This railway will bn about boo 
miles long. Almost one-half of it is 
built now, in stretches, connect mg cer­ 
tain coast cities, but tho roadbed and 
rolling stock are in bld cond Lf ion. From 
Ban Juan a line now runs rn) mil* -to 
tho wost and 15 miles to the Last. From 
Ponce to Yauoo there is a railroad, aud 
other less important connections are 
made with trains few and far between 
“ It is possible that one or two rail 
roads can be run toenies iii tim interior 
though the engineering difficulties will 
be great. Two great mountain range 
extend the entire length of tim island 
Tho southern range apparently is un 
broken, but a careful survey may loran 
a lower pass than any now known. 
This survey will ho made as soon as 
possible, as there will bo no delay in 
offering mo every opportunity for free 
investigation and a full report as to tin 
necessities of the island in tho way 
transportal i*in fuci I it i* is. 
‘Tho population oi the* island is m 
dense and the country so productive 
that I think electric railways of tim 
saino gaugo as the steam railways eau 
bo built all through tho interior and 
connecting coast towns. Tho < leeti icily 
can best bo supplied by tim splendid 
water power facilities distribute I so 
freely everywhere. The electric plants 
at Ponce, Utuado and Ma va gin /, and 
other places are run by water power 
now. On these electric railways freight, 
as well as passengers, could be carri* d 
with great profit. Boing of tho same 
gaugo as tho steam railways, this freight 
could be transported speedily to tho 
ports. Private capital already contem­ 
plates this, I hear. 
But all such fran­ 
chises and powers lio in Washington.”

A lum inium 
is the 
most 
alrundant 
metal in the world. 
It enters more 
or less into the formation of alm ost 
every kind of soil on the globe, while 
clay of different kinds contains from 
30 per cent to 40 per cent of it. 
This 
metal, which, singular to say, was un­ 
discovered seventy years ago, is the 
lightest known. 
It is white and does 
not tarnish on being exposed to the 
air. 
W hen first produced it is soft, but 
after hammering? becomes as hard as 
the softer kinds of iron. 
One-third of 
the total product of the world is Am er­ 
ican, the rest being divided between 
France, Switzerland and Great Britain. 
It has been called the metal of the fu­ 
ture. and the principal obstacle of its 
being the metal of the present is its 
som ewhat high price. 
This has been 
greatly reduced of late years, but the 
great desideratum —a cheap method of 
obtaining the metal directly from the 
clay—has not yet been attained. 
If 
the metal were to become cheap, the 
existing age of steel would be suc­ 
ceeded by an age of aluminium. 


I.eather a* Substitute for Celluloid. 
German leatherworkers have recent­ 
ly been experim enting with a new pro­ 
cess of preparing leather by means of 
which it becomes almost transparent, 
firm, elastic and water-proof.

claimed also that it is alm ost incom ­ 
bustible, and in this particular is a 
very great im provement upon cellu­ 
loid preparations and those made of 
other animal substances or 
rubber.

Scarcity of Tin Ore. 
The scarcity of tin ore in the world 
is pointed out 
by 
Geologist 
B. G. 
Skertehley, of Australia, in a published 
monograph. 
He 
shows 
that while 
known gold fields cover 1,500.000 square 
m iles of the earth’s surface, the locat­ 
ed tin fields have an area of only 12.500 
square miles. 
The seven tin districts 
of Europe produce 
about 
8,300 tons 
yearly, with 8,000 tons of this credited 
to the Cornwall mines. 
Asia has two 
tin districts, Hunan, in China, said by 
som e to yield 10,000 to 20,000 tons an­ 
nually, but proven to yield less than 
2.500 tons per year; and the tin mines 
of the Straits Settlem ents and adjacent 
territory, the richest in 
the world, 
yielding 58,000 tons yearly. 
Africa has 
no known tin mines; North America 
has no paying mines; South America 
m ines less than 4,000 tons per year in 
Bolivia and Peru, and Australia con­ 
tributes about 6,000 tons a year.
